Cheating  is  everyone’s  problem 


The  first  time  I  ever  saw  anyone  cheat 
was  In  the  sixth  grade.  We  were  taking  a  ge¬ 
ography  test.  I  didn't  know  the  name  of  a 
particular  island  In  the  Pacific  and  I  looked 
around  the  room  hoping  to  Jog  my  memory. 
The  boy  next  to  me  had  a  small  piece  of 
paper  stuffed  in  the  sleeve  of  his  shirt.  He 
frequently  referred  to  the  paper  before  fran¬ 
tically  scribbling  on  his  test. 

At  first,  I  didn't  know  what  was  happen¬ 
ing.  I  didn’t  realize  what  he  was  doing.  But, 
suddenly,  I  realized  that  he  was  cheating- 
and  probably  doing  better  on  the  test  than 
I  was  (and  I  had  actually  studied). 

Since  the  sixth  grade,  I  have  seen  cheat¬ 
ers  in  many  forms.  There  are  the  cheaters 
who  use  the  small  piece  of  paper  trick. 
There  are  the  cheaters  who  prefer  the  ln- 
scribe-the-answers-in-a-pencil  (or  eraser) 
method.  And  there  are  cheaters  who  Just 
don't  seem  to  care  who  notices  that  they  are 
cheating;  these  people  usually  pick  up  their 
text  book  or  class  notes  and  read  away 
while  everyone  else  In  the  class  Is  without 
the  benefit  of  this  open-note/text  method 
of  test  taking. 

Before  I  go  any  further,  let  me  confess 
that  I  am  not  Immune  to  cheating.  I  admit 
that  I  have  cheated  In  the  past.  In  high 
school  (back  In  the  days  before  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph's  when  math  classes  was  forced  mer¬ 
cilessly  upon  the  student  as  a  senseless 
graduation  requirement),  I  Just  could  not 
manage  to  make  It  through  my  Trigonome¬ 
try  class.  I  consistently  failed  my  tests— 
even  though  I  honestly  tried  and  studied.  I 
decided  to  try  my  hand  at  cheating. 

The  good  news:  I  managed  to  pass  the 
class  with  a  B-.  I  think  It  was  a  miracle. 

The  bad  news:  I  was  caught  the  one  and 
only  time  I  attempted  to  cheat.  I  was  so 
concerned  with  not  being  caught  that  I 
failed  to  notice  Mr.  Clodfelter  standing  over 
my  shoulder  when  I  removed  a  piece  of 
paper  with  Trig  formulas  on  It.  Luckily,  he 
did  not  report  me  to  the  proper  authorities: 
I  became  so  paranoid  with  the  Idea  of  cheat¬ 
ing  that  I  have  faithfully  studied  for  the 
remainder  of  my  academic  career. 

I  thought  people  In  high  school  cheated 


so  that  they  could  get  into  a  good  college 
(that’s  why  I  did  it- -Paranoia  about  flunking 
one  Trig  test  and  never  getting  accepted  to  a 
college  of  any  kind).  But,  when  I  got  to  college, 
there  was  a  whole  new  crop  of  cheaters. 

Saint  Joseph's  College  has  an  Academic 
Honesty  Policy  that  does  not  tolerate  a  cheat¬ 
ing  student:  however,  do  the  words  In  the 
College  catalogue  stop  the  cheating?  No. 

"Saint  Joseph's  College  exists  for  the  pur¬ 
suit  of  truth  and  knowledge. ..Students  are 
expected  to  be  truthful  in  all  academic  rela¬ 
tionships  on  campus:  In  all  courses,  each 
student  has  the  responsibility  to  submit  work 
that  Is  uniquely  his  or  her  own." 

Powerful  words  with  a  strong  message  do 
not  seem  to  stop  the  cheating  occurring  here 
at  Saint  Joseph's  College.  Maybe  the  profes¬ 
sors  make  It  easy  to  cheat.  Many  profs  leave 
the  room  when  giving  a  test.  What  students 
need  to  realize  is  that  the  professor  Is  giving  us 
reign  to  be  honest  adults  and  resist  the  urge  to 
cheat.  Just  because  a  professor  leaves  the 
room  does  not  give  anyone  the  right  to  violate 
the  professor's  trust  In  the  students. 

Maybe  other  students  make  It  too  easy  for 
others  to  cheat  In  class.  When  a  student 
cheats  In  class,  there  are  other  students  who 
usually  watch  him/her  do  It.  Why  don't  the 
students  report  the  cheaters? 

It  Is  the  responsibility  of  the  professors  to 
create  an  honest  environment  In  class.  Stu¬ 
dents  must  feel  comfortable  in  confiding  to  the 
professor  about  such  matters  as  cheating. 
The  professors  need  to  stress  that  cheating 
will  not  be  tolerated  in  or  out  the  classroom. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  other  students 
to  report  the  cheating  student.  Not  only  is  the 
cheater  hurting  hlm/herself,  the  cheater  Is 
hurting  all  of  us.  When  the  cheater  finally 
graduates  from  college,  he /she  will  enter  the 
working  world  as  a  Saint  Joseph's  graduate. 
The  cheater  will  hurt  our  chances  of  finding  a 
good  job  because  he/she  will  have  shown  the 
working  world  that  SJC  grads  are  not  what 
they  seem  to  be. 

With  final  exams  just  next  week,  there  Is 
something  we  all  need  to  keep  In  mind.  Cheat¬ 
ing  hurts  everyone.  Good  luck

Job  descriptions  and  how  they 
are  Involved  with  the  students 
here  at  Saint  Joseph’s  College. 

During  the  question  and 
answer  session  of  the  Open 
Forum  recent  improvements 
here  at  Saint  Joseph's  were 
discussed.  The  newest  im¬ 
provement  took  place  during  a 
recent  teleconference  that 
negotiated  for  a  new  Suburban 
van  that  will  be  used  by  groups 
like  Habitat  for  Humanity. 

There  has  also  been  a  ma¬ 
jor  change  in  the  role  of  the 
chapel  since  we  now  have  a  lay 
president.  Many  new  programs 
have  been  started  for  students 
to  take  part  in  and  there  is  a 
sense  of  renewed  motivation 
for  everyone  in  Campus  Min¬ 
istry. 

Another  improvement  tak¬ 
ing  place  Is  the  new  lighting 
system  that's  being  Installed. 
Saint  Joseph's  is  in  the  second 
year  of  a  three  year  plan  de¬ 
signed  to  install  high  intensity 
flood  lights  around  campus. 
So  far.  new  lights  have  been 
put  outside  of  Halas  and  Gal¬ 
lagher  and  a  light  will  soon  be 
going  up  between  Justin  and 
Halas.  This  three  year  plan  will 
cost  $120,000,  which  will  en¬ 
able  the  entire  quad  between 
dorms  to  have  a  daylight  type 
of  arrangement  during  the 
night  These  new  lights  are 
being  Installed  to  provide  more 


safety  to  students  on  campus. 

Students  were  informed  on 
the  progress  of  alternative  hous¬ 
ing.  There  is  nothing  concrete  to 
report  as  of  yet  and  options  are 
still  being  discussed  with  focus 
on  student  input. 

A  student  concern  that  arose 
during  the  Open  Forum  was  the 
problem  of  Saint  Joseph's  not 
having  big  job  fairs  on  campus. 
Christine  Beschnett  said,  ‘that 
a  type  of  career  fair  is  being 
planned.”  These  plans  Include 
hope  that  a  lot  of  employers  will 
be  attracted  for  the  career  fair 
being  planned  for  this  upcoming 
spring. 

Another  student  concern  was 
the  parking  situation  at  Justin. 
Students  feel  that  the  parking 
lot  is  too  small  and  the  walk  to 
Justin  from  the  Sparling  lot  is 
too  dark  and  dangerous.  A  five- 
year  plan  of  Saint  Joseph's  is  to 
eventually  expand  the  parking 
lot  by  Justin.  It  was  not  ex¬ 
panded  this  summer  because  it 
was  felt  that  repaving  the  rest 
of  the  campus  and  expanding  the 
parking  lot  at  the  fleldhouse  was 
more  Important. 

Towards  the  close  ofthe  Open 
Forum,  students  were  reminded 
that  the  entire  staff  of  Student 
Affairs  is  here  to  listen  to  any 
and  all  personal  problems.  Stu¬ 
dents  should  feel  that  they  can 
come  to  these  people  on  a  per¬ 
sonal  basis.

A  reason  to  be  concerned: 
AIDS  is  an  ’anybody  disease’

I  have  often  wondered  where 
It  came  from  and  why  It  Is  here. 
"Why  us?":  Is  usually  what  I  ask 
myself  when  I  think  of  It  Why 
my  generaUon?  I  cannot  an¬ 
swer  these  questions  and  even 
If  I  could,  it  would  mean  noth¬ 
ing. 

The  fact  is  that  we  are  the 
first  generaUon  that  will  have  to 
deal  with  this  disease  all  our 
lives.  This  disease  Is  AIDS. 

We  claim  to  know  alot  about 
this  disease,  yet  we  know  so 
litUe.  AIDS  Is  a  disease  that 
attacks  your  immune  system, 
hence  the  name  (Acquired 
Immune  Deficiency  Syndrome). 
No  one  dies  of  AIDS,  but  people 
die  of  a  different  disease  that 
can  not  be  warded  off  by  the 


persons  weakened.  If  not  totally 
destroyed.  Immune  system. 
Pneumonia  Is  the  most  common 
disease  that  AIDS  victims  die 
from.  We  have  all  heard  how 
this  disease  can  and  cannot  be 
spread. 

You  can  get  AIDS  by  receiv¬ 
ing  tainted  blood  in  a  blood  trans¬ 
fusion,  by  sharing  needles  with 
someone  who  has  It  and  by 
having  unprotected  sex  with 
someone  who  Is  Infected. 

You  can  not  get  this  disease 
by  using  the  same  toilet  as  an 
Infected  person,  kissing  an  In¬ 
fected  person,  or  having  an  In¬ 
fected  person  breathe  on  you. 

Many  people  know  this  but 
still  look  at  an  AIDS  infected 
people  differently,  they  seem  to 
treat  them  differently.  They  seem 


to  shy  away  from  the  Infected 
person,  as  though  this  person 
has  a  cold  and  they  do  not  want 
to  catch  it. 

We  claim  to  know  that  this 
disease  can  not  be  spread 
through  casual  contact,  yet 
people  In  this  very  state  perse¬ 
cuted  a  young  boy  who  Just 
wanted  to  go  to  school  like  every¬ 
one  else.  This  young  boys  name 
was  Ryan  White  and  now  the 
people  In  that  town  of  Kokomo 
only  realize  his  heroism;  how¬ 
ever,  It  is  too  late—  he  is  dead. 

AIDS  is  not  a  gay  or  ajunkle 
disease:  It  Is  an  anybody  dis¬ 
ease.  Anybody  can  get  It  and 
anybody  can  die  from  It.  Yet  It  Is 
such  a  simple  disease  to  protect 
yourself  against  that  one  won¬ 
ders  why  It  Is  as  widespread  as  It 


Is  today. 

All  one  has  to  do  Is  use  a 
condom  or  abstain  from  sex.  All 
you  have  to  do  Is  not  shoot  up 
drugs,  but  If  you  do.  don't  share 
needles  or  at  least  try  sterilizing 
them  In  a  bleach  solution.  It  Is 
so  easy....  yet  many  of  usdonot 
listen  to  these  rules  and  many  of 
ns  die. 

Pages  four  and  five  are  dedi¬ 
cated  to  Informing  you  on  this 
disease.  Such  questions  as: 
Where  can  I  get  tested:  What  is 
AIDS:  What  Is  World  AIDS  Day: 
and  who  can  I  go  to  for  help,  will 
hopefully  be  answered  on  these 
pages.  I  hope  we  give  you  an 
understanding  of  the  disease  and 
at  the  same  time  take  away  some 
of  the  myth  that  surround  the 
disease. 


World  AIDS  Day  promotes  education,  action 

Steps  concerned  individuals  can  do  to  support  the  cause

December  1  was  a  very  Im¬ 
portant  day.  It  was  a  day  for  the 
world  to  try  to  spread  action  for 
making  people  aware  of  the  fight 
against  AIDS.  World  Aids  Day 
focuses  on  encouraging  govern¬ 
ment  and  communities  to  talk 
about  AIDS.  In  1989  and  1990 
World  AIDS  Day  concentrated 
on  the  needs  of  youth  and 
women.  In  1991  the  focus  was 
on  community  commitment. 

Some  of  the  Worlds  Aids 
Day's  goals  were  to:  Increase 
knowledge,  promote  sensitivity 
and  awareness  of  the  social 
Implications  that  surround  the 
pandemic.  The  World  Aids  Day 
also  supports  HIV  prevention 
and  AIDS  control  activities  and 
programs. 

In  a  pamphlet  available  to 
the  Saint  Joseph's  College  com¬ 
munity  (copies  can  be  picked  up 
outsled  of  Campus  life)  are  some 
startling  facts. 

By  the  year  2000,  WHO  proj¬ 
ects  that  the  cumulative  total  of 
HIV  Infections  In  men,  women 
and  children  will  range  between 


30  and  40  million.  WHO  states 
that  90percent  of  this  figure  will 
be  In  the  developing  countries. 
As  of  1993,  315,390  people  In 
the  United  States  had  report¬ 
edly  been  diagnosed  with  AIDS. 

AIDS  Is  the  leading  cause  of 
death  foryoung  adults  in  at  least 
64  American  cities.  AIDS  has 
been  the  second  leading  cause 
of  death  among  men  ages  25  to 
44  since  1989.  The  fastest  grow¬ 
ing  groups  of  Individuals  becom¬ 
ing  Infected  with  HIV  are  hetero¬ 
sexual  women  and  adolescents. 

What  Is  AIDS?  Acquired 
Immune  Deficiency  Syndrome 
(AIDS)  Is  the  most  serious  form 
and  final  stage  of  HIV  viral  Infec¬ 
tion.  HIV  targets  T4  lympho¬ 
cytes  (T-Helpers  cells).  This  type 
of  white  blood  cells  replicates 
within  these  cells  and  eventu¬ 
ally  kills  them.  The  destruction 
of  these  white  blood  cells  causes 
a  deficiency  In  a  person's  Im¬ 
mune  responses;  therefore,  a 
normally  healthy  person  cannot 
ward  off  even  simple  diseases, 
like  a  common  cold  or  the  flu. 

The  HIV  Infected  person  does 


not  progress  to  AIDS  Immedi¬ 
ately  and  often  remain  appar¬ 
ently  healthy  for  a  long  period  of 
time. 

HIV  Is  found  and  transferred 
to  other  people  through  direct 
contact  with  semen,  blood,  vagi¬ 
nal  secretions  and  breast  milk. 
You  can  contact  the  virus  by: 
having  sex  (vaginal,  oral,  or  anal) 
with  someone  Infected  with  HIV. 
Injection  drug  use  and  vertical 
transmission. 

AIDS  does  not  have  a  cure  at 
this  time.  Most  people  cany  an 
attitude  of 'This  can't  happen  to 
me"  and  do  not  educate  them¬ 
selves.  Saint  Joseph's  Campus 
Life  has  three  peer  facilitators  to 
help  with  teaching  AIDS  aware¬ 
ness  and  education  about  AIDS, 
(see  story  on  page  5) 

There  are  some  steps  Indi¬ 
viduals  can  take  to  make  others 
aware  of  this  disease.  Some 
Ideas  are: 

*  Wear  and  distribute  to  oth¬ 
ers  a  red  ribbon  as  a  symbol  of 
hope. 

*  Buy  the  "AIDS  Awareness" 
Stamp  to  increase  worldwide 


awareness  about  HIV/ AIDS. 

*  Talk  to  your  friends  and 
family  about  HIV /AIDS  testing 
and  prevention. 

*  Call  you  AIDS  State  Hotline 
to  find  out  how  you  can  help  in 
your  community. 

*  Write  your  Congress  per¬ 
son  and  encourage  an  active  re¬ 
sponse  to  the  HIV/AIDS  needs 
In  your  community. 

*  Mobilize  groups  In  which 
you  are  a  member  to  participate 
In  World  AIDS  Day  1994. 

•Promote  and  encourage  on¬ 
going  HIV/AIDS  awareness  and 
prevention  programs. 

*  Write  a  letter  or  Op-Ed  ar¬ 
ticle  to  your  local  newspaper 
demonstrating  support  for  World 
AIDS  Day  1994. 

*  Contact  the  NAMES  proj¬ 
ect  and  bring  The  AIDS  Quilt  to 
your  community. 

*  Sew  squares  for  The  AIDS 
Quilt  and  present  them  to  the 
NAMES  project.

Most  common  AIDS/HIV  questions  answered

As  a  peer  facilitator.  I 
see  several  students  every 
semester  In  private  one-on-one 
settings.  I  address  their 
concerns  and  problems.  Below 
are  some  of  the  most  common 
questions  I  am  asked. 

What  Is  HIV? 

HIV.  human 

immuniodeflciency  virus,  is  the 
virus  that  causes  AIDS.  The 
virus  passes  from  person-to- 
person  through  bodily  fluids: 
blood,  semen,  vaginal  fluid  and 
breast  milk.  HIV,  as  far  as  we 
now  know,  cannot  be 
transferred  through  saliva, 
tears  or  sweat. 

What  la  AIDS? 

AIDS,  acquired 
immunodeficiency  syndrome,  is 
a  result  of  HIV  infection.  The 
InfecUon  is  caused  by  a  virus 
known  as  human 
immunodeficiency  virus,  HIV. 
By  the  time  someone  develops 
AIDS,  the  virus  has  usually 
damaged  the  body's  main 
defense  system -the  immune 


system.  Thus,  people  with 
AIDS  develop  diseases  that 
healthy  people  can  normally 
resist  and  fight  off. 

How  la  AIDS  spread? 

AIDS  is  caused  by  the 
virus  HIV  and  transferred 
through  blood-to-blood  or 
sexual  contact  with  an 
infected  person.  The  main 
ways  people  become  Infected 
with  the  virus  are: 

Through  having  sex- 
vaginal,  oral  or  anal -with 
someone  who  has  HIV. 

Through  exposure  of 
a  baby  to  an  infected  mother's 
blood  during  pregnancy  or 
delivery,  or,  rarely,  through 
breast  feeding. 

Through  receiving 
blood  transfusions,  blood 
components  or  blood  clotting 
factors,  or  transplants 
Infected  with  the  virus.  This  is 
rare  in  1 993  because  hospitals 
and  blood  banks  began 
mandatory  testing  of  all 
donations  in  1985. 

Where  did  AIDS  come  from? 


Scientists  and  medical 
researchers  are  not  sure  where 
the  virus  originated  or  how  it 
was  introduced  to  humans  at 
this  time. 

When  was  AIDS  discovered? 

Scientists  in  both 
France  and  the  United  States 
identified  HIV,  the  virus  that 
causes  AIDS,  In  1983.  The 
medical  community  began  to 
screen  blood  and  organ 
donations  for  the  virus  in  1985. 

How  long  does  It  take  for 
someone  with  the  virus  to 
develop  AIDS? 

It  usually  takes  five  to 
ten  years  for  many  people 
infected  with  the  virus,  HIV,  to 
develop  AIDS.  Before 
developing  the  symptoms  of 
AIDS.  HIV-infected  people  look 
and  feel  healthy.  While  the 
infected  people  may  not  realize 
they  cany  the  virus,  they  are 
still  able  to  infect  others. 

What  are  the  signs  and 
symptoms  of  AIDS? 

Many  HIV-positive 


people  have  no  symptoms  at 
first.  Later,  people  may  develop 
prolonged  or  severe:  fever, 

fatigue,  diarrhea,  skin  rashes, 
night  sweats,  loss  of  appetite, 
swollen  lymph  nodes, 
significant  weight  loss,  lack  of 
resistance  to  infection,  furry 
white  spots  in  the  mouth, 
memory  or  movement  difficulty, 
dry  coughs,  shortness  of  breath, 
or  red  or  purple  spots  anywhere 
on  the  skin  and  throughout  the 
body. 

How  is  AIDS  diagnosed? 

To  be  diagnosed  as 
having  AIDS,  a  person  must 
have: 

The  likely  or  confirmed 
appearance  of  certain  illnesses 
or  cancers  not  common  in  most 
people. 

And  either 

Evidence  of  a  weakened 
Immune  system,  with  HIV 
Infection  as  the  only  possible 
cause  OR  a  test  that  is  positive 
for  HTV  antibodies  in  the  blood. 

Ia  there  a  cure  for  AIDS? 

There  is  no  cure  for 


AIDS  to  date.  Because  of  the 
complicated  nature  of  HIV,  there 
is  even  more  dlffulculty  in  finding 
a  cure  for  the  virus.  The  virus 
hides  in  cells  of  the  Immune 
system,  as  well  as  other  bodily 
cells.  A  cure  for  HIV  must  be  able 
to  keep  the  virus  from 
multiplying  and  also  must 
destroy  the  infected  cells. 
Meanwhile,  while  scientists  are 
searching  for  a  cure,  there  are 
treatments,  like  AZT,  which  help 
control  the  spread  of  the  virus; 
AZT  does  not  eliminate  the  virus 
entirely. 

How  do  you  teat  for  AIDS? 

AIDS  is  caused  by  a 
virus,  HIV.  Most  blood  tests  look 
for  signs  of  HTV-infectlon  in  the 
body.  The  tests  do  not  test  for  the 
actual  virus:  instead,  the  tests 
check  for  antibodies  in  the  blood. 

Can  I  get  AIDS  by  giving  blood? 

No.  In  the  United  States, 
giving  blood  is  safe  because  of 
procedures  using  only  sterile 
equipment.  Equipment, 
including  needles,  are  used  only 
once  and  then  discarded. 


SJC  peer  facilitator  program  resource 
for  concerned  students

"  The  AIDSXHIV  Peer  Facili¬ 
tator  program  was  started  here 
in  1 990.  I  felt  it  was  a  concern 
for  Student  Affairs  and  also  a 
student  concern.  The  Red  Cross 
was  offering  free  training  so  I 
checked  into  it  and  we  got  in¬ 
volved,"  stated  Chris  Zanowskl 
the  AIDSXHIV  Coordinator  here 
at  Saint  Joseph's  College. 

'  We're  trained  as  facilitators 
to  educate  people  on  the  facts. 
We  can't  tell  you  what  it's  like  to 
have  the  disease  but  we  can  give 
you  the  facts,"  said  Mary  Pat 
Schrelber  a  senior  and  an 
AIDSXHIV  peer  facilitator  at 
Saint  Joseph's  College. 

"The  training  was  the  most 
intense  experience  of  my  life. 
We  had  to  complete  21  hours  of 
training  and  also  pass  two  writ¬ 
ten  exams  and  give  a  timed  pres¬ 


entation."  stated  Jacquelyn 
Leonard,  SJC  junior  and  peer 
facilitator. 

"(Peer  facilitator  training) 
was  difficult  but  it  was  worth 
it, "stated  Brett  Byers,  SJC 
Junior  and  peer  facilitator. 

Schrelber  also  commented 
about  training.  "It  was  really 
an  eye  opening  experience," 
stated  Schrelber. 

"  Anything  anyone  tells  us 
is  confidential.  It  makes  you 
feel  good  because  it  gives  you 
a  sense  that  people  trust  you 
and  feel  they  can  come  and 
talk  to  you.  If  people  feel  com¬ 
fortable  with  you,  you  know 
you're  doing  your  Job  right," 
said  Byers. 

Leonard  said,  "There  really 
is  a  concern  on  campus  about 
the  disease.  This  program 
helps  concerned  students  talk 


to  other  students  who  are  quali¬ 
fied.  It  makes  students  feel  more 
comfortable.  This  way.  students 
do  not  have  to  go  to  an  outside 
organization  for  information  or 
questions." 

"  There  really  is  a  need  on 
campus  for  information  that  is 
honest,  truthful,  helpful  and 
necessary,"  she  continued. 

Byers  said. "  I  think  that  there 
are  some  people  who  really  care 
and  want  to  protect 
themselves... people  have  to  be 
aware,  if  they  aren't,  it'll  catch 
up  with  them." 

Zanowskl  stated,  "  The  peer 
facilitators  do  a  good  job.  They 
are  well  informed  and  students 
should  use  them  as  resource. 
They  do  their  work  on  a  volun¬ 
tary  basis.  I  think  that  shows 
that  they  really  feel  strongly  about 
helping  other  students."

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Focused  defense  concern  for  Pumas

'We  did  a  real  nice  job 
offensively,  but  we  still 
have  to  work  on  our  de¬ 
fense,"  stated  men's  bas¬ 
ketball  head  coach  Bill 
Bland  after  the  Dec.  2  win 
over  Rosary  College.  Bland 
noted  that  even  though  the 
team's  record  stands  at  4- 
2.  that  doesn't  mean  there 
Is  no  room  for  Improve¬ 
ment.  'We've  got  five  guys 
going  on  the  floor  who  are 
supposed  to  be  seeing  the 
same  things,  but  they're 
not  seeing  them  every 
possession... that's  why 
we're  giving  up  so  many 
uncontested  shots.” 

Senior  Donnie  Riggins 
stated,  ”1  don’t  know  If  the 
Incentive  is  there  to  win; 
we're  suffering  from  men¬ 
tal  fatigue."  Riggins  also 
said  that,  "After  four  years 
of  playing  basketball,  the 
seniors  are  mentally  worn 
out:  right  now  we're  not 


focused  on  what  needs  to 
be  done.” 

Despite  the  defensive 
problems.  Bland  noted 
that  the  team  is  starting 
to  shoot  the  ball  better 
and  is  thinking  about  the 
shots  that  are  going  to  be 
made.  'We  haven't  been 
taking  as  many  hurried 
shots  as  we  have  In  the 
past."  Riggins  agreed  with 
Blands  saying,  "Rebound¬ 
ing  has  been  a  key  In  the 
games;  also,  we've  been 
shooting  the  ball  a  lot  bet¬ 
ter  than  before." 

Although  no  player 
has  taken  center  stage 
during  the  past  four 
games.  Bland  has  been 
happy  with  the  work  of 
Riggins  who  received  the 
MVP  award  at  the  Indiana 
Wesleyan  Tournament 
held  Nov.  26  and  27. 
"Donnie  was  the  one  who 
was  playing  real  consis¬ 
tent  defense  for  us.  He's 


been  able  to  keep  play  on 
an  even  level  throughout 
all  the  games  we've  played." 

Riggins,  although 
happy  with  winning  the 
award,  stressed  the  impor¬ 
tance  that  the  award  wasn't 
just  for  him.  "It  was  an 
honor  to  win  the  award, 
but  it  couldn't  have  been 
done  without  the  work  of 
the  team.  1  Just  did  what 
was  necessary  for  the 
team... I  was  Just  one  of  the 
players  who  scored  more 
points.  The  team  played 
well  during  the  tournament; 
it  was  an  award  for  the 
team." 

In  previous  action,  the 
Pumas  battled  Indiana 
Wesleyan  and  came  up 
winners.  In  the  69-54  win, 
Trent  Smith  led  the  team 
with  15  points  and  4  re¬ 
bounds;  Josh  Gilbert  added 
13  points  and  5  rebounds. 
The  Pumas  also  racked  up 
a  92-81  victory  over  Hunt¬ 


ington  College.  Leading 
the  Pumas  In  that  game 
were  Riggins  and  Brad 
Evans,  both  with  1 8  points. 

In  the  first  game  of  the 
season,  the  Pumas  lost  the 
Grand  Valley  State  79-89 
In  overtime.  Riggins  again 
led  the  team,  scoring  16 
points.  Mark  Brown  added 
7  offensive  and  6  defensive 
rebounds  during  the  game. 
The  Pumas  were  out- 
scored  24-14  by  Grand 
Valley  State  In  overtime 
action. 

The  Pumas  won  their 
last  match  on  Wednesday 
night,  beating  the  Hunt¬ 
ington  Foresters  for  the 
second  time  this  season, 
by  the  score  of  106-71. 
Kevin  Deson  lead  all  scor¬ 
ers  with  27  points. 

The  Pumas  next  battle 
lUPU-lndy  on  Dec.  18  In 
Indianapolis,  and  start  the 
conference  against  Ash¬ 
land  University.
